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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linl<ed as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 2-31, drawn to a blood substitute/hemoglobin. 
Group II, claim(s) 32-56, drawn to an optical imaging/treatment steps. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The common 
technical feature in all groups is the position information detecting means. This element 
cannot be a special technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 because the element is 
shown in the prior art. The international search has revealed that the technical feature 
is not novel since it is disclosed in Kim, Jeehyun, Joseph W. Villard, Ho Lee, Marc D. 
Feldman, and Thomas E. Milner. "Murine myocardium OCT imaging with a blood 
substitute". Proc. SPIE Int. Soc. Opt. Eng. 4619, 165 (2002). Kim teaches providing 
low-scattering, oxygen-carrying blood substitute and performing an optical imaging 
(Abstract & Page 169). Consequently, Groups l-ll do not comply with the requirement 
of unity of invention. Claims 1 , 57-82 will be examined with the elected invention. 
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3. A telephone call attempt was made to contact Tina W. McKeon at (678) 420- 
9300 on Feb. 19"^ & 20"^ to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, 
but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
